In Oklahoma, are not wild bison 
of the Western plains, but antmya j 
reared on the October mountain pre- 
scrvr. or their descendants. It haa 
been demonstrated that the wapiti does 
well In hfaxsachneetts. and many more 
of* these animals should be removed 
to the October mountain reservation.

Would Abolish Stamps. 

One of the most easily effected 
economies in the postal service, not 
only of (jnrmanr, but of any country, 
would be the abolition of the postage 
atamp. the Neuate Nnchrlchten of Mu- 
nich points Out It recommends the 
substitution of a franking machine for 
postage stamp, and remarks that 
(bin change would save Germany near- 
ly'cs.ooo.ooo a year. 

The franking machine by a single 
operation would not only Imprint the 
letter wtth a device Indicating that the 
postal charges bad been prepaid, but 
would also put on the postmark and 
obviate the necessity of using the can- 
celing machine.
